volume this year. New construction for the first three quarters I 
of 1926, a boom period, totalled $4,840,000,000. 
For the same 
period of 1927, it has been $4,796,000,000 showing an almost negli­ 
gible loss. 
There are notable differences however, in the items, and those 
differences will probably grow larger. Residential building is fall­ 
ing off, and public building is increasing 
Residences are still by far the biggest' factor, and will doubt­ 
less remain so. 
In the first nine months of last year we built 
$2,010,000,000 worth of homes. In the same period this year we 
built about $100,000,000 less, a loss of 5 per cent. Meanwhile our j 
public works and utilities construction rose from $838,000,000 to 
$986,000,000, a gain of more than 17 per cent. 
Residential building will 
doubtless 
remain 
first—we must 
have homes before any other kind of buildings. But we are com 
ing into a great period of public construction, important both 
economically and architecturally. It furnishes work to many and 
is good cause for civic pride.

Two Air Needs 
Two things, according to Charles A. Lindbergh, are of very 
great importance in the advance of successful, safe commercial 
aviation. One is regulation of flying schools. The other is regula 
lion of the qualifications required of a pilot engaging in commot’ 
elal flying, and especially in passenger carrying. 
Flying, at its best, is safe today. 
America's foremost flyer 
points out that thousands of miles are flown every day over air 
ways throughout the country with a safety and efficiency record 
that any ground transportation company could be proud of. 
But the tremendous impetus given to flying during this year 
has made people want to fly without waiting for full training. 
Some of them go to flying schools that give them diplomas or cer­ 
tificates after no more than IO hours’ flying experience. 
They 
want more experience and have to earn money, so they start tak­ 
ing up passengers for hire before they have had sufficient train­ 
ing. 
The government, through the department of commerce, is a1 
ready regulating interstate flying. 
Some states have brought 
their local regulations up to the government’s standards. Others 
have wholly inadequate regulations or none at all. Such methods 
do more to retard than to advance aviation. 
Undoubtedly Lindbergh is right- 
For the safety of pilots, 
passengers and the cause of aviation itself there must be sound 
regulations, rigidly enforced, governing air equipment and the 
training of aviators.

Machine guns, automatic pistols and ammunition consigned 
by express to two young men living in a small town near Cleve­ 
land constitute a puzzling problem. 
It is evident that if they are delivered, they will fall into the 
hands of some sort of gang which has no legitimate use for them. 
They might be used to defend gambling houses or liquor factories, 
or to fight rival gangs. The safety director of Cleveland offers 
to solve the problem by buying the arms and ammunition to keep 
them out of criminal hands. 
It is a curious thing that such dangerous goods should be 
shipped, in this civilized country, in such a casual way, to irrespon­ 
sible persons. The only individual who has any business receiving 
an automatic pistol is a soldier or a police officer. When it c o m e s 
to machine guns, which never mean anything but war of some 
kind, the case is far more flagrant. What business has any manu­ 
facturer selling them, or any transportation company carrying 
and delivering them, to private citizens? If these things are not 
covered by law, they should be. If there are laws, they should be 
enforced.
